Grades Forecast 
Chem. Success

High school chemistry and 
high school algebra _ grades 
are judged the best predictors 
for suceess of students in jun- 
ior college. chemistry, according 
to an article written by two 
Hartnell college staff members. 

In collaboration with Mr. 
William E. Kunhart, now of 
Long Beach City college, Dr. Li- 
onel Olsen, dean of student per- 
sonnel, and Mr. Roger S. Gam- 
mons, instructor in mathemat- 
ics at Hartnell, wrote -an arti- 
cle entitled, ‘Predicting. Suc- 
cess of Junior*College Students 
in Introductory Chemistry,” 
which appeared in the August, 
1958, issue of the “Journal of 
Chemical Education.” 

The article reports a study to 
determine the best predictor of 
success in Chemistry 1A. High 
school chemistry grades, high 
school algebra grades, and the 
American Council of Education 
Psychological examination were 
studied. High school ecords 
from 19 different schools were 


examined. © 

Though high school chemis- 
try and high school algebra~ 
grades were said to be the best 
predictors for success in chemis- 
try, none of the predictive fac- 
tors had a high enough corre- 
relation that they could be used 
by instructors and counselors 
without considerable qualifica- 
tion, Dr. Olsen explained. 

College staff personnel were 
advised by the authors to re- 
member two important varia- 
bles affecting all studies involv- — 
ing the prediction of scholastic 
success from one school level to 
another. These are matufation 
and the great variation in the 
individual institution’s grading 
policies.
